During recent months tvo prophets have spoken to us Brethren. Uhe: r 
prfi not the voices of young upstarts, hut of men whose words are highly 
respected hy their associates. One is a Pirtestant; the other a Catholic. 

The Protestant, 0 . S, Baker, recently of the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, and a long-time admirer of Brethren rural living,, 
observed in a letter to the writer: 

"The members of the Church of the Brethren are still.functioning 
more effectively as families than perhaps any other denomination except 
the Mennonites and the Mormon; but I can see from a few years contact with 
a few families in your church, especially urban families, that you are 
following in the footsteps o.f the Society of Friends, with the prospect 
before your church of an increasing urbanization, a weakening of the family 
and decreasing numbers and wealth. There may be concentration of wealth 
in the hands of a few families but the income from this wealthj-s lilely 
to be taxed aWay almost as rapidly as it accumulates. The drift among the 
rich as well as' the poor seems to be toward increasing dependence on the 
$ tate. 11 

The Catholic, Father Luigi Ligutti, leader of the Catholic Rural 
Life Conference, in addressing a group of Mennonites, Quakers, and Breth¬ 
ren observed: 

"The large city is the graveyard of a.ny cultural group. Among oatn— 
olics who move to the city the third .generation is not Catholic and the 
fourth generation floes not exist. Among Quakers the end comes one gen¬ 
eration "earlier. Families only can effectively hand down religion . . . 

In my opinion the ideals of the historic peace churches cannot be car¬ 
ried out except by families on the land and by rural communitties.^ Our 
actions influence our philosophy and theology, even cnange them. 
cannot live one way and think another ... . .A family-centered philos¬ 
ophy of life cannot be carried out in a. vacuum. Le must have such sur¬ 
roundings, such work, such existence as will encourage the family. 

These prophecies come to us .at a time when Protestantism ( if tne 
late Arthur Holt's prediction is correct) is more than ever before looking 
to the Brethren, Mennonites, and Quakers for leadership. To some of us 
it seems that we have two alternatives. can either accept tne challenge 

of these two prophets to build vital rural communities, or watch.some of 
the fundamental principles of our churcn—simple living, opposition to 
war and violence, strong family life— 

die out of our heritage. If w e follow the latter course it seems certain 
that Protestantism will look to some other source for leadership in the 
trying days ahead.
